That there is a difference of opin- 
ion as to whether Hopkinsville needs 
another bank all know, but when a 
deposit bank that will pay interest 
after a certain time on deposits is 
mentioned to the economical man, 
woman or boy, they are glad to hear 
of the probability of having a place 
where they can keep their money 
and let it make a little more for 
n. Of course that is where small 
amounts will be left. Such a bank, 
some think, would be of great ad 
vantage to those who are only able 
to lay aside a little of their weekly 
earnings.

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TAMING BUFFALOES 



ATTEMPT TO PUT CALVES TJW- 
DER A YOKE. 

One with Halter Trots Sedately, 
Going from Home, But Returning 
Is Not Easily Managed— Yok- 
ing Two Together. 

As soon as the buffalo ca!vn» which 
I bad received from Corbin park were 
reasonably tame, and showed that they 
were likely to live and thrlv on cows' 
milk, two strong little leuilicr halters 
were ordered, and the work of breaking 
the young bulls was begun Mj uini r 
neighbors smiled broadly when I tol I 
then what I was going to do. and proph- 
esied i hat there would be fun enough to 
go around, long before those Luffalo 

The first thing to be done was to 
adjust the halters, with a view to halter- 
breakiiig the sturdy little beasts. Now. 
buffalo calves are afraid of everything 
tbey don't understand, so naturally t hey 
are afraid of a great many things, liul 
ters Included, and they were not dis- 
posed to allow me to approach \vhi;.> 1 
had one of these dangerous looking ar- 
ticles In my hand. However, when the 
animals were hungry, and taking their 
milk, they would allow one to take many 
more liberties with them than they 
w.uuld at other times; so, after letting 
one of them taste his milk, I pusheiTlhe 
bottle through the nose strap of a halter 
and held it out to him again. He was 
suspicious at first, but hunger got the 
better of him and he took the nipple in 
his mouth. As he sucked away, I gradu- 
ally drew the bottle back through the 
nose strap, and as gradually his muzzle 
followed It until, at last, my editor 
friend who was with me had nothing to 
do but buckle the other strap about the 
neck, and the deed was done. As soon 
as the calf had finished the milk, he no- 
ticed a strange feeling about his head, 
and he galloped away like mad. to try 
to get rid of It. But it stayed with him. 
so he jumped in the air and shook his 
head violently, but very soon he be- 
came used to the new sensation and 
went to grazing as usual. The other 
bull acted much in the same way. and I 
left the halters on them both, that they 
might become thoroughly used to them. 

As the calves grew heavier every day. 
it became more and more difficult to pull 
them along when tbey braced their 
hoofs in the ground.

There is nothing more damaging 
to the farm and meadow than Cana- 
da thistles. It is aimost impossible 
to pasture stock where the thistle 
gets a good start in the meadow. 
On some of the public highways the 
thistles are overlooked and allowed 
to remain standing. 

Section 200 of Kentucky Statutes 
says: "It shall be the duty of every 
person or person, and of every cor- 
poration holding lands in this Com- 
mon wealth by lease or, ortherwise, 
which any Canada thistles, or 
weed commonly known as Canada 
thistles, may be growing to cut the 
same, so as to prevent such weeds 
or thistles from going to seed and 
the seed of the same from ripening. 
Any person or persons, or corpora- 
tion as aforesaid, who shall or may 
have land as aforesaid in this Com- 
monwealth, and who shall knowingly 
neglect or refuse to comply with the 
provisions of this act, shall forfeit 
and pay a fine of five dollars, re- 
movable before any justice of peace, 
or by indictment in the Circuit 
Courts of the State."

A FAMILY ROW 



Quietute of Neighbors Dis- 
turbed by Negro's Wail. 



There is a negro family by the 
name of Nance, living in the old 
frame building at the corner of 10th 
and Walnut streets. Though not as 
numerous as musquitoes in midsum- 
mer, they seemed to be quite numer- 
ous when Officers Davis and Clark 
appeared Tuesday about 6:50 p. m. 
in answer to a telephone call from 
some one living near them. 

They arrested a negro girl named 
Jeanie Nance, about 18 years old, 
for disturbing the people by her 
piteous wails for about two honrs on 
a stretch. One of the acquaintances 
says that the girl has a little child 
and that the parents of the mother 
are very unkind to her, often beating 
unmercifully. She said that 
there had been a fuss in the family 
Tuesday and that the mother had 
struck her daughter on the head 
with a beer bottle. The girl began 
crying and finally became so boister- 
ous that she was perfectly wild, and 
when taken to the lock-up kept up 
her wailing most of the way. There 
seemed to be no real cause for the 
girl's arrest, and after becoming 
iot she was permitted to return 
i take care of her child for the 
night. An investigation before 
Judge Knight was begun late yes- 
'mlay afternoon. 



Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 16— The 
peace envoys at Portsmouth yester- 
day disposed of two more of the ar- 
ticles submitted by Japan. Article 
No 4 consists of mutual pledges to 
observe the integrity of China and 
the policy of the open door for the 
commerce of all nations. Article 
No. 6 covers the surrender of the 
Russian leases to the Liaotung pe- 
ninsula, Port Arthur, Dalney and 
the Blonde and Ellott Islands. Ar- 
ticle 5, which embraces the demand 
for the cession of the Island of Sak- 
halin, was postponed for later con- 
sideration. The belief is growing 
at Portsmouth that there is hope 
for a compromise that will result in 
a treaty of peace. The only friction 
at yesterday's session related to the 
question of "leaks," each side being 
disposed to accuse the other of giv- 
ing out news to the correspondents 
in violation of the secrecy agree- 
ment. 

Article 1, as agreed to be the 
plenipotentiaries at the Tuesday 
session, was not in the language sub- 
mitted by the Japanese. It had 
been modified to nearer met the 
wishes of the Russian plenipoten- 
tiaries, but to what extent cannot be 
definitely stated. M. Witte has in- 
sisted that Japan's purpose was to 
make a dependency of Corea and he 
wanted the language of the article 
to conform to Japan's real inten- 
tions. M. Witte was prepared from 
the beginning to accept the article, 
his only objection being as to the 
form. He wanted the language to 
show that Japan at least intended to 
establish a protectorate over Corea. 

It seems to be taken for granted 
among the attaches of both the Jap- 
anese and Russian mission that there 
will be no general battle in Man- 
churia while the peace negotiations 
are on. Oyama is known to be pre- 
pared to strike the moment the ne- 
gotiations fail and there may be 
more or less skirmishing and outpost 
engagements while the troops are 
getting in position, but it is admit- 
ted on each side that if either Oyama 
or Linevitch should deliberately 
bring on a general engagement 
which might cost 50,000 or 100,000 
lives his country would be accused 
of bad faith in the negotiations here 
and would inevitably lose prestige in 
the eyes of the world.

The American breed of Plymouth 
Rocks and Wyandottes and their 
subvarieties are classed as "the 
combination egg and meat producing 
fowls, while the Mediterraneans are 
next as eggproducing fowls. The 
Plymouth Rocks and the Wyandottes, j 
in all their varieties, are equel to , 
almost any fowls in the production ' 
of eggs, and a r e in addition splndid 
market poultry. The Mediterranean j 
family will produce more eggs for 
the same amount of care, housing 
and feed than any other variety; but 
are not the equel of the others for 
market poultry. 

In consider ing these fowls one! 
should select the breed that will best 
meet the demands of the locality to 
which he will cater if eggs are de 
sired for the market and the market 
calls for the eggs that have the 
white shells, then select one of the 
varieties of tee Leghorn family;if 
eggs that have the brown shells are 
required the Plymouth Rock or 
the Wyandotte will be good; if seek- 
ing for a combination or a general 
purpose fowl, select some one of the 
many varieties of the American 
breeds. This is the situation, and 
while there is a distinction in the 
merits of the different breeds all of 
theae mentioned are worthy of con- 
sideration, and will fully compensate 
those who select them, if bred and 
cared for with definite purposes in 
view. If we choose a breed for fur- 



nishing exhibition fowls, we would 
hardly expect a large egg yield in 
winte , or that they would b ing us 
a profit in the market, and when 
weg'ow for ma'ket poultry and 
eggs, we strive for that alone and 
not for the double pu pose egg and 
meat producing fowls and exhibition 
poultry all combined in one. 

Do not understnd by this that the 
finest of exhibition poultry is not 
good for market purposes and for 
producing eggs but when poult'y is 
kept for such practical use they can 
not be prese' ved in as fine a plum- 
age and good flesh as where they 
are grown for the showroom. But if 
these same exhibition fowls are fed 
for the production of eggs and meat 
for market, they will yield the best 
and give profitabe returns. 

There is so difference ir the eggs 
production in any of the varieties of 
the Leghorn family that to makea 
selection is largely a matter of ; 
ference. It is true teat there 
more Sing-comb White Legh< 
kept then all other of the Legho 
combined; yet there has never been 
any evidence, either in contests or 
in private experiments, that goes to 
prove that the color of the plumage 
has anything to do with the egg pro- 
The same is equally true of 
the Plymouth Rock and the Wyan- 
dott. The Plymouth Rock naturally 
lays a longer and larger egg than do 
the Wyandottes; but while the Wyan- 
dottes lay a shorter, smaller egg. 
they will lay about an equal number. 
When it comes to raising broilers, it 
is admitted that the Wyandottes will 
mature more quickly Into a short, 
heavy -bodied, plump broiler then the 
young of the Plymouth Rock. With 
this exception there is little differ- 
ence as to market poultry, proof of 
this deing that there are said to be 
as many barret! Plymouth RoelfJ told 
(or market poultry as there are of 
all other American fowls combined. 
This record is posted, we presume, 
from the fact that every chicken that 
come to market that has bars like the 
Plymouth Rock is graded as a Ply- 
mouth Rock. 

In choosing any of theae fowls, the 
same attention should be given as is 
recommendeb for the selection of any 
poultry; thai is. pick out those which 
meet the demands of your market, 
keep and care for them in the beat 
possible way so as to gain profitable 
results -American Fancier.

Physicians Think They Have 
the Situation Well In 
Hand. 



New Orleans. Aug. 15.-The day's 
record shows that there is beginning 
to be an improvement in the situa- 
tion. With only sixty-two new 
cases found by the almost perfect 
system which is now in force, there 
is every reason to believe that the 
progress of the disease has been 
checked and its eradication is only a 
question of a few weeks. Of the 
six deaths only one was an Italian. 
Among the others was J. O. Daspit, 
a prominent young lawyer, and 
Pierre Aldal. a well-known musician, 
at one time 1 eader of the French 
Opera Orchestra. Aldal, however, 
was in destitute circumstances, and 
was buried by the city. He was 
found in a dying condition. Only a 
third of the new cases today are 
Italians. As the result of the watch 
being kept on the situation in Al- 
.vifis. which was reported as clear of 
fever two days ago, one case was 
found there today, but it is traced 
to this side of the river, and is not 
secondaty infection from either of 
the two cases previously reported 
there. A case was found in Mc- 
Lellanville, two miles below the 
United Statea Naval Station, which 
is also traceable to this side. Of- 
ficial report to 6 p. m:
